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GERMANY'S LIABILITIES. 


Britain Favours a Moratoriam. 


(Reuter's Service.) 
Lomlon, January 2. 

The British plan fara settloment of reparations and inter-Allied 
debts corcprises the granting to Germany ofa moratorium for four 
years. After that Germany is to pay two milliards of gald mar’ 
annually for four years and two and a half milliards anoually for 
years, then tiree and a half milliards or such smaller sum, not lese 
than two snd a half milliarde, as may be fixed by an impartial 
tridunal. 

The German obligations are to take the form of five: per cent 
bonds, redeemable at call, on easy terms at the outset. nsing to par 
at the end of thirty-two years. The bonds shall be divided into two 
series, firstly totalling fifty milliard gold mark , representing pay- 
ments in the first decade, and secondly totalling seventeen decimal 
thirty-one milliards, representing additional payments’ from the 
eleventh yaar. ‘the plan does not provide fora sinking fund, but per- 
mits the redemption oo such hberal terms that the saving in annual 
interest on the bonds redaemed should be sufficient to cover the 
interest and sinking fund on German loans raised i in the market for 
redemption purposes. 

The deliveries of coke to France, coal to Itals, and possibly 

, dyestotts, willbe continued on areduced scaleduring the initial period. 
The foregoing depends on Germany undertaking to stabilise the mark 
cand restore the Budget equilibrium and accept such financial supervie- 
ion as the Allies deem necesssry.and also agree in the event ofdefault 
to measures the Allies unanimously deom necesssry. including for- 
cible seizure of revenues and military occapation of further German 
territory. If the supervising acthority unanimously decides that 
payments shall be made before the expiration of four years, the an- 
nuities may be arte-dated, not exceeding two years, without increas- 
ing the total liabilities. 

As regards the inter-Allied debts, the plan proposes, provided all 
proposals regarding the taking of pledges. also the application of 
other sanctions, are absndoned firstly that the gold beld in Britain 
as security for inter-Allied debts will be applied to a reduction of 

debts; secondly, that the first series of bonds received by France in 
respect of the Belgian war debt and one and a half milliards of the 
first series of bonds received by Italy. will bs transferred to Britaio : 

- and thirdly, tbat the balance of the Europeao-war debts will be 
written off and all counterclaims abandoned, conditionally on the 
debtors transferring their interest in the second series of bonds to a 
pool for distribution to those Powers which are indebted to the 
United States, in proportion to their respective American deb's.

Ho dwelt on the load of taxation, unprecedented 
in any country. which was curtailing resources necessary to devalap 
industry and threatening to lead us into a worse position than Allies 
which were apparently Gnancielly weaker. He denied the assertion 
that Britain selfishly desired to restore German prosperity io order 
to secure a big customer. Onthe contrary, ifthe rest of the world 
were restored to normal conditions and an earthquake swallowed up 
Germany, we would gain, because Germany was a greater competi- 
tor than = customer. The proposed Committee of Supervision in 
Berlin should include neutrals. J£ Germany refused to take pre- 
timinary steps to restore credit, we sbould be gustan io taking 
measures to make ber fulfil her obligations.

A special message to the Times from Peking, dealing with Italy's 
witholding of the ratification of the revision of the Chinese Tariff, 
sayy the moral is that any one of the Treaty Powers for any frivolods 
reason can block the considered policy of the others thereby weaken- 
ing the influence of foreigners generally and giving the Chinese 
ground for complaint that they do not receive fair play. The affairs 
of China to-day are hopelessly involved "and cannot possibly be 
straightened out without foreign assistance. This fact will become 
abundantly plain in the course of the next few months, but what good 
“can come of a joint. policy of those Powers whose interests in Chins 
are serious if the less interested can defeat it? The British have a 
string of claims against China long enough’to reach to the moon, but 
if Britain adopted a dog in the manger attitude by demanding settle- 
ment. before consenting to ni ry measures a permanent impasse 
would ensue.

BETTER EDUCATION FOR 
' CBINESE. 


Thero brs been a great des! of 
discussion, both at Home and in 
the Far. Esst, of tha proposal by 
the British Goreroment to alloc. 
ate the remaioder of its Borer 
todemnity towards the further- 
ance of Chinese edecation. Ap- 
parentiy it is intended that this 
ecucation shall be on Westers 
lines. Many opinions bave al 
ready b.en expressed, and sug- 
gestions by prominent men made, 
as to the mancer of using the 
availabie funds. The chief aim 
would be, of,course, to help slong 
undarstanding, 
end cventually increasa the 
cordial relations bofween the 
two Goveenments as well as 
further the commerce between 


the peoples of the two. countries, 
for their mutual benefit. It will 
probably take some time for a 
definite educationa}“scheme to be 
evolved, but it {sg interesting at 
this early stage to examine a few 
of the suzgestions that bava been 
advanced. One commentator is 
of opinion that there should boa 
series of universities in the pric- 
cipal Chinese: cities, on the lines 
of the Hongkong Unwersity. 
The education would evidently 
he mainly an English ane, with 
British staff, for “students attend- 
ing, without necessarily becom- 
ing Avglophbil, stand a very good 
chance,of losing prepossessions 
tending to Anglophobism.” Ap- 
parently there is no strong tend. 
ency to advocate having any 
partofthe availa>le funds spent 
on sendirg large’ numbars of 
students to the: British Uaiver- 
sities, the consensus of cpinion 
favouring the scheme of educa- 
tion being carried out in China 
itself. The well-known authority 
on the country, Sir. John Jordan, 
interviewed by thea” “bsercer, 
endorses the opinion that itisa 
mistake to send Chinese at too 
early an age abroad. We agree, 
but trust that in any project 
eventually decided upon there 
will be provision’ for the more 
promising students, at least, com- 
pleting ‘their education with a 
spell at one of the big institutions, 
whether technical colleges or 
otherwise, in Britain. Nothing 
could broaden a student's mind 
more than this, or Detter creste 
a feeling of mutual understanding 
and sympathy between the two 
races. A very iateresting inter- 
view on the’mutter was ob‘ained 
recently by Router's local repre- 
sontative from Sir William Bran- 
yate,the Vice-Chancellor of Hong-

Sir William advocates the 
policy of sanding — selected 
graduates to Great Britain for 
further study; and, incidentally, 
drawa attention ta the need far 
ample facilities for a sound 
sec> dary educatioa 
so as to provide competent 
“feeders " for the bigher colleges. 

There has been both con- 
tructive and destructive criticism 
of the idea of utilising the in- 
demnity for educational pur- 
p-ser, It is perhaps unfortuoate 
that religious feeling should so 
overcome the powers of deduce 
tion in certain cases that the 
main issues of a project appear 
otscured. We published, yester- 
day, a cabled summary of the 
views on tha subjzct expressed by 
the Bishop of Exeter fa member 
of the well-known Cecil family) 
in a letter to the London 
We fear that the Bishop, 
who was the moving spirit in the 
scheme, not many yeare’ago, for 
a great Christian University for 
Central China, is-unable to see 
the broader point of view. We 
do not want to eppreach the 
Chinese students with a diction- 
ary in one hand and a New 
Testament in the other. There 
i3 ample provision for those who 
wish'to embraca the Christian 
faith todo so. Atthe many ex- 
cellent Mission schools of all 
denominations throughout the 
country. the Chinesa student bas 
every facility for becoming 
versed in Western veligious ba- 
liefs should he so desire. The 
Bishop of Exeter's remarks on 
the need for caring for China's 
manosl: workers ara vague 
enough to do credit to a Socialist 
orator in Hyde Park, and hia 
comments on the ” country’s 
spiritual uplift, with » reference 
to“ something hgher” than Con- 
fucianism, are likely to have an 
adverse effecton Eastern opinion.

Twenty. 


Dr. Agnes Savill delivered a 

bture “on “The Dangers of 
_ Scisty to Health™ at the In- 

“atute of Hygiene, Manchester, 
lat November. She said thatthe 
dvelopment of communities was 
fund in the eerliest stages o 
liman society, and this gather- 
ig together of families to 
gare a common life had 
xany advantages, provided the 
aditiduals concerned were of a 
Egh grade and had « sound 
@ganization. But such com- 
aunities had many dangers, such 
m the liability of infectious 
tiseases to spread rapidjy and 
‘be ~moltiplication of tha untit. 
ther dangers of civilization were 
*ye-strain, smoke, dust, and fog, 
while noise was a sarious society 
danger, leading to irritability, 
fatigue, and lack of sleep. 

Dealing with the society life of 
girls, Dr. Savill said that « girl 
who left school for business life 
might not have an excessive 
amount of daily work, but sha 
usually had to make exbausting 
journeys to get to it. The girl 
who want to a university was 
Hable to over-study, or to study 
all day and to indulge in social 
functians till late at night, while 
the girl who could command the 

’ sources of her parents’ waalth 
left school for a life of contiausl 
excitement, which resulted in 
menta) and physicaldetorivration. 

“Nowadays,” sha said, “the 
zirl dispenses with sa chaparon, 
and even if sho retains the old 
high standard of chastity, her 
mind too often becomes poisoned, 
ideals recede, she accepts the 

» inferior outlook on life, and when 
sbe marries the standard of her 
reirtionsbip to her husband, home, 
and children is not a bigh one.

"Manchester Authorities’

Manchester, Nov. 16.—Tre 
Chief Constable of Manchester

*~ DEBT. 


A Hardship onthe - 
Unemployed. 


Nox for long years has it been | gary 


possible to find so many people in 
prison for debs as are now confin- 
ed, says tho legal correspondent 
of the (lverrer, In pre-war days 
their complement was largely 
made up of the persons who 
obstinately refused to satisfy the 
judgments of the County Courts 
when they could pay if ther 
chose, and their vommittal was 
promptly followed by payment. 
But the County Court debtor is a 
rare visitor to prison now, and his 
place has been taken by men who 
negiect to pay for their wives’ 
maintenance and their illegi- 
timate children’s support, while a 
fair saction represents failure to 
pay income-tax and rates, Inany 
case, nearly ten thousand sre'io 
prison to-day for one or other of 
these reasons—that is, ten times 
as many as you could find before 
tho war. 

In many cases this imprison- 
mentis quite useless. Take the 
common instance of the man who 
is in arrears with his wife's main- 
tenance allowance. Asarule he 
has fallen into arrear because he 
is outof work. He cannot pay 
while he is 012% of work. True, uns 
der the beneficent working of the 
1914 Act, he may now be given 
time to pas, but he is not given 
time enough, and if he lives out 
of the local jurisdiction of the 
Court he is usually given notime 
atall Soho is baled to prison, 
where he served the allotted 
period and that service automati-« 
cally wipes out bis debt. The re- 
salt is that bis wife gets nothing, 
while the Stata is put to the ex- 
pense of keeping him ata cost of 
nearly £3a week. Furtber, the 
warcant of arrest is often execut- 
ed along distance away—perhaps 
120 milus—and the cost of send. 
ing a constable to fetch him and 
ultimately the payment of the 
prisoner's fare back to the place 
of arrest add nosmal} sum ta, the 
fruitless cost. . ; 

Still worse, i: not seldom bap- 
pens that aman is arrested ani 
taken away to prison just 
when he has obtained work 
and will soon be in al, 
position to pay up the arrears. 
Over and over again the con-, 
stable coes to the place of em- 
ployment and takes bim awar, 
thereby putting an end to the em- 
ployment and to the chance of 
payment. Could anything be 
more shortsightet? 

The fact is, a much wider use 
should be made of the power now 
provided for giving time to pay. 
It should be poxsib’e for the pay- 
mentso ha made in instalments. 
No pressure should be put upon 
aman who is out-of work. And 
when heisin work. why should 
it not be rendered possivle for the 
court to recoverthe money from 
the employed? [t is only by 
some such method as this that 
we can erpty our prisons of the 
rapidly increasing number of 
able-bodied but workless men to 
whom the prison fife isonly doing 
grievous and permanent harm, 
while the Stace ig losing al) round.
